We  set  a  t-post  0.5'  south  of  a  wooden  corner  post  with  fence  to  the  north  and  west.  We  attached  a  Monroe  County  "PROTECT 
NEARBY  SURVEY  MARKER"  sign  to  the  t-post  at  2.9'  above  grade,  facing  south. 

THEORY  OF  LOCATION:  Describe  the  theory  of  location  for  acceptance  of  this  monument.  Include  monument  origin  and  associated  uncertainty. 
The  railroad  spike  was  witnessed  by  the  State  Highway  Survey  Location  Team  in  January  of  1989  and  it  was  witnessed  by  Ben 
Bledsoe  in  December  of  2004.  We  located  the  corner  because  there  was  a  report  that  it  may  have  been  destroyed.  We  found  it  in 
place,  but  the  magnetic  signal  of  the  railroad  spike  is  much  weaker  than  typical.  We  accepted  the  railroad  spike  as  the  best  evidence 
of  the  corner  with  no  associated  uncertainty.
